Hundreds of Navajo In- 
dians, representatives of 2 
rich and growing: tribe of 
50,000 assembled here re- 
cently to‘draw up a “New 
Deal’ constitution for the 


nation within a nation. 

The assembly was called by the 
younger members of the tribe who 
beleve that after 70 years of strug- 
tle and expansion, thelr nation has 
become too large to be governed by 
the ancient tribal system. ‘They 
avant o legislature instead of the tri- 
bal council. .The lender of the 
movement ty Thomas Henry Dodge, 
son of an Indian chicf, who Js an 
uttorney and legal adviser to the 
United States Indian Service. 

The proposed censtitution, put- 
terned after that of the United Stutes 
avith a few innovations from the 
English parliamentary system, pro- 
vides for a President with a cabindt 
and a .uniloteral Jegislature, all to be 
elected by the Navajoz. When ap- 
proved, it will be submitted to the 
“Great White Father,’ President 
Roosevelt, and will become the first 
attempt ‘in recent years by an In- 
dian tribe to move for economic and 
geovernmental freedom. : 

About 70 years’ ago warfare ond 
sickness had all but annihilated the 
Navajo tribe. When.the U.S. Army. 
restrained the Navajo warriors on 
the banks of. the Pecos, tlicre were 
only an estimated 8,000 of them left. 
To-day they own a million sheep. 
Their -reservation Includes 16,000,000 
acres In three states and their land 
is rich in coal and oil. Thelr blan- 
ket business is almost no million 
dolar industry. 

PICTURESQUE DELEGATES 

The delegates to the constitutional 
assembly came from all parts‘of the 
Indian nation, which extends into 
Arizona, New Mexico, and -Utah, 
Some of them, with hair down to 
their shoulders, wore blankets and 
moccasins and adorned themselves 
vith turquoise carrings. Others, 
college educated, logked more like 
modern business men. All of them 
had badges showing their respective 
names and constituencies. Banners 
and flags hung from. atmost every 
building of the Navajo capital, 
avhich has-an estimated reat estate 
value of a million ‘dollars. All 
speeches and discussions were in the 
Navajo tongue. 

On the second day of the conven- 
tion’ a revolt broke out when a 
minority of the delegates, led . by 
Jnke Morgan of Crownpoint, Arl- 
zona, charged that the United States 
Rovernment was trying to “pack’’ 
provisional tribal council. Morgan, 
a bitter enemy’ of Commissioner of 


-| Indien Affairs John Collier, said the 


proposed _70. members..of the council, 
who are appointed by the United 
States Indian Committee, were: 
handpicked by the government for 
their partiality to the Indian admin- 
istration. 

E. R: Fryer, Indian agency super- 
intendent, denied the council was

£ement districts and of nll the head 
men‘ in the tribe.”

The price of Hongkong notes, 
which has long been at a premium 
of over 50 per cent., suddenly dropped 
to only 50 per cent, to-day. The 
sudden rise of the Canton notes is 
generally attributed to tho’ visit of 
Mr, Soong.—Wah Kitt Yat Po.

The United States goverinment is 

spending more money for cancer TC- 
search than any other agency, 
Public Henlth Service officials an- 
nounced recently. see 

The expenditure during the pre- 

gent year will be $140,000 and un- 
doubtedly larger funds will be avail- 
. able during the next fiscal year from 
the slightly increased appropriations. 
The federul allocation is the largest 
single contribution for .cancer Te- 
senrch in this country mainly be- 
couse Institutions spend the bulk of 
thelr funds in care and treatment. 
Senator Homer T. Bone, already 
has announced that be will introduce 
fn measure providing $1,000,000 aon- 
nually for speeding up rescarch Into 
the cnuses and possible cure of can- 
ger, , ; 
Cancer iresearch__of the Public 
* Health Service is now, being carritd 
forward in Boston and at the Na- 
tional Institute of Health here, The 
dlological aspects of the discase arc 
peing examined at Boston. while the 
oddities of cell growth which dis- 
tingulsh cancer are being studicd ot 
the’ Institute. oo Ba 

One of the more important Boston 
studies deals with the effectiveness 
of different lengths of X-rays in 

* gombatting cancer: growth. X-Rays 
re now used, along with radium, 

- for treating cancer., Doctors. are 
testing the entire range of X-rays to 
see {if some are not more “killing” 
thon others, If this proves true, 
then a machine that produces only 
X-rays of this length should bring 
more favourable results. 

While the effects of radium upon 
organisms has been © studied _ rather, 
extensively, doctors ore investigate 
ing the biological effects of radon, 

-a_ radioactive substance which is 

much, cheaper than radium itself. If 
this’ by-product could be used to 
dreat cancer, then the costs would be 
peduced. materially. 

Other doctors in Boston are trying 
to find what chemicals tend to cause 
gancer.. For some years it has been 
denown ‘that local tars are supposed 
do cause cancer under certain condl~ 
ions, Studies are being extended to 
see what other, if any, chemicals 
have this same effect. :

time ure checking on whether 
cholesterol, which Js found exten- 
sively in the-human body, can be 
definitely Jinked with cancer: 

“The National Institute: of Health's 
aivision of pharmacology is working 
pn-studies dealing with’ the ‘chem!s- 
ary of cell growth and cell division.

The assembly was culled by tho 
younger members of the, tribe wha 
believe thnt xfter 70 years of strug- 


become too large to be governed by 
the ancient -tribal ‘system, They 
avant a legislature Instend of the tri- 
wal council, The leader of the 
movement is Thomas Henry Dodge, 
son of an’ Indian chief, who js on 
attorney and legal adviser to the 
United’ States Indian Service. 

The proposed constitution, pat- 
terned after that of the United States 
avith a few Innovations from the 
Enplish parliamentary system, pro- 
vides for a President with o eabinet 
ond a unilaterat legislature, all to be 
elected by the Navajos. When ap- 
proved, It will be submitted to the 
“Great. White Father," President 
Roosevelt, and will become the first 
attempt in recent years by an In- 
dian tribe to move for economic and 
governmental freedom.’ * 

About ‘70 years ago warfare and 
sickness had all but annihilated the 
Navajo tribe, When the U.S. Army 
restrained = the’ Navajo warriors on 
the banks of the Pecos, there were 
only on estimated 8,000 of them left. 
To-day they own a million sheep. 
Their. reservation includes 16,000,000 
acres in three states and their land 
is rich in coal and oll. Their blan- 
ket business $s almost a milion 
dollar industry. 

PICTURESQUE DELEGATES 

The delegates to the constitutional 
assembly came from all parts of the 
Indian nation, which extends into 
Arizona, New Mexico, and Utah. 
Some of them, with hair down to 
their shoulders, wore blankets and 
moccasins and adorned themselves 
with) turquoise’ earrings, Others, 
college educated, looked more like 
modern business men, All of them 


had badges showing their respective: 


names and constituencies. Bhnners 
and flags hung from almost every 
building . of, the Navajo capital, 
which has an estimated real estate 
value of a million dollars, All 
speeches and discussions were in the 
Navajo tongue. é. z 

On the second day of the conven- 
tion a revolt broke out when a 
minority of the delegates, led by 
Jake Morgan of Crownpoint, Ari- 
zona, charged that the United States 
government was trying to “pack” 
provisional ‘tribal council, Morgan, 
n bitter enemy of Commissioner of 
Indlan Affairs John Collier, said the 
proposed -70-members-of-tho. council,. 
who are appointed by the United 
States Indian Committee, were 
handpicked by the government for 
their partiality to the Indlan admin- 
istration. e 

E.R. Fryer, Indian agency supere- 
intendent, denied the council was 
packed.” He said it was “a true 
representation of the 18 land mana- 
fement districts and, of oll the head 
men in the tribe.” 


In spite of these altercations and 
of the cloquent Navajo epithets that 
were exchanged back and forth be- 
tween the rival delegates, it seems 
certain the Navajo nation feels very 
happy about the proposed constitu- 
tion.

Disgrace To ‘Land 


Of Their Birth

“There are many Englishmen in 
Hongkong who are a disgrace to 
the land of thelr birth, and the 
enemics of all missionary work, 

“In the name of God, why do 
we allow such drunken, foul-llving 
creatures to go abroad to repre- 
sent oun te the peoples. of the 
world?” 


These were ae made es the 
Rev. EL Cy ~Tribbeck, former 


“Methodist tis iatoe in Hongkong, at 


a Bn misslonary meeting In Eng- 
an 

Mr. Tribbeck, who was in charge 
of the Methodist Church in Wanchai, 
left Hongkong last February, after 
Ove years residence in the Colony. 

During the course of his address, 
Mr, Tribbeck said: 

“Every Sunday I had to lend in 
Worship hundreds of sallors and 
soldiers without whose presence in 
Hongkong—let' us face facts—there 
would be Infinitely more slaughter 
and bloodshed on land and plracy on 
the high seas; and 1f Jt were not for 
-thelr disciplined vigil in that island 
outpost, we might not be here in 
Peace. 

“Every Sunday for five years I 
have watched those men walk: back 
to their guns... What shall I say to 
them? that they are inelpient mur- 
derers going back from worshlp to 
sin, from the house of God to the 
works, of Satan? It has been my 
duty ns the servant of all, to talk 
with men of all ranks—but in none 
of them did I ever find a lust for 
blood—certainly not in the officers 
of high command. Is it possible that 
the question of. peace or war that 
vexes them and us, is part of a big- 
ger question which we have been 
forgetting to answer? It is no doubt 
a terrible thing to take human life— 
but it is far worse to be'gulity of a 
disloyalty to our Lord which {nvolvcs 
another’s eternal life.” 


‘TEST CONDITIONS” 


Mr, Tribbeck referred to (the 
negiect of religion at home, and the 
consequent moral fallures under the 
“best condilions” of such a° place 
as Hongkong, and spoke of the value 
of the “moral shelter’ which 
Methodism has provided there. 

“Hongkong is an out-post of the 
British Empire, and that Httle group 
of civilians, mostly Government ser 
vants, were a credit to Britain: But 
there ore many Englishmen who are 
a disgrace to the land of their birth 
and the enemics of ull. missionary 
work. In the name of God, why do 
we allow ‘such drunken, foul-living 
creatures to go abroad and represent 
us to the peoples of the world? 
(Applause). 

“I.am_not-here to discuss the 
ethics of Imperialism but I am sure 
of this, that If you tried to abolish 
the British Empire to-morrow you 
could not. England has- chosen to 
make herself the- trustee of native 


peoples _and_whether_you like _It_or. 


not, you will have to stay in China, 
Malaya, Burma, India, the West 
Indies for scores of years “yet. Young 
men and women, not. merely Uni- 
versity. graduates, but you, young 
engineers, mechanics, clerks, nurses, 
teachers, plumbers, farmers, civil 
engineers, there are jobs abroad . for 
you. If you are a Christian, if you 
know why you are a Christian, and 
if you know. the grace of God can 
keep you, there is a chance for you 
to work for cight hours a day beside 
Chinese—that {s the way to preach, 
a far better chance to preach than I 
‘shall ever have from the pulpit... 
But if you are not sure of Christ, if 
you‘dont care enough for his Church, 
if you cannot trust the grace of God 
to keep you, then in the name of God 
istay at home—stay home In shelicred 
England, where there are Christians 
to carry you. Dont go out there, for 
there are too many ilke you already.”
